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GENERAL INFORMATION 

This catalog gives a brief outline of the minimum prices we pay for 
modern foreign coins, issued in the last 50 to 75 years, and covers those 
pieces most generally found in accumulations of foreign coins such as that 
brought into the United States by world travelers, or returning army or 
navy personnel. 

A work of this size can only highlight the vast subject of Coins of the 
World. The vastness of the subject is realized when one considers that the 
standard catalog of modern French coins is a book of several hundred pages 
of small print, and that only covers French coins. A good library on coins 
of the world would require several hundred volumes. 

The collecting of foreign coins by coin collectors in United States is 
largely confined to gold pieces and crown size silver (crown size is a gen¬ 
eralized term denoting a coin of about the size of a U.S. silver dollar.) The 
demand for smaller silver pieces and minor coins is limited and the supply 
rather large; over 100,000 foreign coins are removed yearly from the New 
York City subway turnstiles. 

In general the prices paid for common smaller than dollar size silver and 
minor coins (coins in metal other than silver and gold) may be summarized 


as follows: 

Minor coins (copper, nickel, brass, etc.) ..each .0014 to $ .01 

Silver coins of approximately Dime size .each .03 

Silver coins of approximately Quarter size.each .10 

Silver coins of approximately Half-dollar size....each .20 

There are exceptions to the above prices: zinc coins are usually less than 


above quoted prices; silver coins of some issues are also of lower premium, 
such as French 1-franc pieces of pre-World War I issue, and the half silver 
coins of Nazi Germany. 

All coin prices are based on supply and demand and therefore subject to 
change without notice. 

CONDITION OF COINS 

The prices quoted in this book are what we will pay for foreign coins IN 
FINE CONDITION. The state of preservation of a coin is one of the most 
important factors determing its value. The coin conditions are as follows: 
Proof: Especially struck from polished dies giving the coin a mirror-like 
surface. Foreign countries usually issue proof coins by sets and sell them 
in plush-lined leather cases. All proof coins are worth more than the prices 
quoted for Fine condition coins. 

Uncirculated: New and bright as when minted; no signs of wear. 

Fine: Slightly circulated; every feature sharp with no bad nicks or dents. 
This is the condition quoted in this book unless otherwise mentioned. 

Badly worn coins: We are not interested in buying badly worn, holed, or 
mutilated coins.
